MANICOUAGAN, Que. (UPI) 
— Police today recovered all of 
the more than $1 million cash 
stolen Thursday by three men 
in Quebec’s biggest bank heist 
in over a decade. 
Police in Rimouski regional 
headquarters said all of the 
$1,060,000 stolen from the local 
Banque Canadienne Nationale 
Provincial was found in dense 
bushland 15 m iles from the 


bank by tracking dogs. Police 
said the money was stuffed into 
two large sacks and stacked in 
a grove of trees. 
Police pressed their search 
over a 7,500 square mile area of 
woods and lakes, using boats 
and helicopters, for the three 
men. 
The bank had the huge sum 
of money in its vault to pay the

Amin said any pleas for m ercy m ust be personally 
delivered by B ritish Foreign S ecretary Jam es Callaghan 
or Defense S ecretary Roy Mason. 
C allaghan rem ained in London, w here the British 
foreign office said he was aw aiting a report from Blair. 
The office said Bl a ir and Amin w ere expected to m eet 
this m orning. 
A Foreign Office spokesm an said C allaghan was 
sticking by his ea rlier statem ent th at he w as willing to 
m eet Amin, but not to negotiate under duress.

On Lake Michigan, the shipping 
season has gotten off to a strong 
start and port officials believe that 
last year’s 500,000-ton cargo level 
will be surpassed.

Demand for steel 
products will be the main factor in 
determining whether or not ship­ 
ment this year will outpace last 
year’s levels. Expansion plans of 
port area steel companies will 
bring new business to the facility. 
Transportation is one of the

economy. Our state system of lake 
and river ports — in combination

ity to broaden its economic base. 


■ Indiana will add a new facility to 
its state-operated port system this 
year and traffic gains are forecast 
at its Lake Michigan installation.

Land 
acquisition and provisions for util­ 
ity services are proceeding at a 
good rate.

The jury is still out,” said the 
woman who is Minnesota state 
director of consumer services. 
“ There’s no question historical­ 
ly that men have made a mess 
of governing and women should 
be given a chance to gain 
access to power centers. 
“ Give us a chance.” 
The wives of the leaders of 
Israel and Egypt believe there 
would be no more wars if 
women ran the world. 
“ Can you imagine battalions 
of 
women 
fighting 
among 
themselves?” said Mrs. 
Lea 
Rabin, wife of the Israeli prime 
minister. 
Mrs. Gihan Sadat, 
wife of the Egyptian president, 
said 
wars 
would 
end 
only 
“ when women occupy the key 
posts.” 
They made the comments at 
the World Conference of Inter­ 
national Women’s Year, which 
opened today in Mexico City. 
American women aren’t sure 
that they could bring world 
peace. But they would like the 
chance to try. 
“ Women are more attuned to 
keeping harmony,” said New

advice to seniors.

Two 
such examples from this y ear’ 
crop of graduation 
speeches 
come to mind. 
With a relative graduating 
from high school this year I was

ceremony. The speaker was 
minister from the community 
with 
the 
au d ito riu m 
over 
packed, hot, and the weather 
threatening. The address began 
with 
re m e m b e ra n c e 
of 
bumper sticker, popular a few 
short years ago. “ Make Love 
Not W ar,” was the wording 
which the speaker advocated to 
the young seniors. 
He advised 
it provided 
“viable alternative,” with their 
elders having m ade the wrong 
choice throughout history. With 
the 
trad itio n al 
“ all-n ig h t’ 
graduation party planned, the 
speaker proposed the graduates 
leave 
the 
auditorium 
deter 
mined to “ Make Love.” 
The entire presentation ap 
p ea red in a p p ro p ria te, in a c­ 
c u ra te , 
and 
co n tro v ersial. 
Compare this with a similar 
speech given by a public of­ 
ficial. 
He 
pointed 
out 
that 
politics had fallen into disrepute 
in recent years with 
public 
service avoided by responsible 
citizens. He said: “Government 
can only be as good as those who 
are willing to serve.” 
Graduates were encouraged 
to 
take 
an 
active 
part 
in 
government

politics, 
regardless of their vocation in 
future years. 
Also compare these speeches 
with the charge given Purdue 
g ra d u a te 
by 
U niversity 
President Arthur G. Hansen. He 
said: “The time has come to 
rea ffirm the principle that 
rights and privileges carry with 
them 
resp o n sib ilities 
and 
obligations We are becoming a 
nation obsessed with the idea of 
‘what can I get’ rather than 
‘what am I responsible for and 
what can I return to my fellow 
man for what has been provided 
for m e ?’ Greed is suffocating 
gratitude.” 
He noted that obsessed with 
rights and privileges, “we are 
becoming polarized, suspicious, 
distrustful and hateful of each 
other...” seeking leadership yet 
providing an atmosphere where 
leadership no m atter how well 
intentioned and enlightened, 
cannot survive. 
He charged the graduates to 
use their education, 
making 
moral and ethical decisions to 
“ take us a nation further and 
more surely than we have gone 
before, because of the special 
qualities that are now yours 
through education.” 
A ndrey 
A. 
P o tte r, 
Dean 
Em eritus of 
Engineering 
at 
Purdue, wrote an article for the 
Indiana Society of Professional 


Engineers bearing out some of 
President Hansen’s rem arks 
Potter told the Engineers: “The 
discharge 
of 
our 
duties 
as 
citizens is just as important, and 
probably more important, than 
our contributions to industry 
and our profession.

Senator Byrd Says Coal, 


Railroads Go Hand-In-Hand 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., said 
today 
it 
will

“almost 
im p o ssib le” 
to 
su b stitu te 
domestic coal for Middle East 
oil without improvements in the 
American rail network. 
Byrd, speaking to the annual 
convention of the National Coal 
Association, 
also 
expressed 
doubt Americans would reduce 
use of gasoline for automobiles 
—even 
with 
a 
large 
price 
increase. 
“Coal, and only coal, is in a 
position to again put the United 
States in a posture of energy 
ndependence th at we once 
enjoyed,” the assistant Senate 
Democratic leader said. 
In rem arks prepared for the 
opening 
NCA 
session, 
Byrd 
questioned whether railroads 
could transport a IOO per cent 
increase in domestic coal. 
“ With present freight rolling 
stock, 
and 
considering 
the 
appalling condition of many 
railroad roadbeds, I am not 
o p tim istic that our railro a d s 
could meet the dem ands,” he 
said. 
“ I am convinced that without 


substantial 
improvements 
in 
our 
rail 
system, 
the 
very 
worthy objectives of substitut­ 
ing Appalachin 
and 
western 
coal for Middle East oil will be 
almost impossible to attain.” 


Byrd noted reports that the 
oil-producing nations will raise 
prices within the next three to 
four months by at least $2 per 
barrel, 
and 
President 
Ford 
already h a s .imposed an addi­ 
tional $2 a barrel excise tariff 
on imported oil. 


He said gasoline hikes, which 
may be to $1 a gallon by 1976, 
will put gas in the sam e luxury 


class as lamb chops and crab 
meat. 
But Byrd said he doubted 
even that would reduce con­ 
sumption. 


“The vast majority of Ameri­ 
cans may substitute ham burger 
for lamb chops,” he said. “ But 
there is no viable substitute for 
gasoline in the internal combus­ 
tion engine.” 


He said Americans are “so 
wedded to the automobile that 
divorce is well nigh out of the

depression is, its causes, how 
best to deal with it and some of 
the more dangerous forms 
“depression is caused by a 
cluster of ways that people react 
to a given situation which have 
some things in common but not 
everything,” 
so 
said 
the 
speaker. 
Much of the discussion was 
involved with the way grief, 
guilt 
and 
shame 
affects 
depression.Dr. Grant said that 
depression may be anger that is 
turned inward, or depression 
following a great loss. 
The kind of depression about 
which we should be concerned is 
the kind that won’t go away by 
itself. There may be need to 
vent the anger or frustration on 
something where no one will get 
hurt. Do something nice for 
yourself, he continued. 
The form which depression 
may take which is the most 
dangerous 
is 
that 
which 
produces suicidal tendencies. 
The speaker noted that more 
women try suicide but more 
men actually complete the act. 
He also pointed out that in­ 
dividuals 
com tem plating 
suicide have those tendencies 
for only a few minutes a day—it 
is a fleeting thing. Anything that 
can be done to interrupt the 
momentary tendency is helpful 
in forstalling the act. It is most 
helpful for the patient to be in 
contact with someone else or 
someone he loves—not alone. 
Everybody 
is 
depressed 
sometimes and 
there 
are 
sometimes when depression is 
not a fearsome thing; but the 
most 
dangerous 
form 
of 
depression is the fear of more 
depression. Depressed people 
fail to see the real possibilities 
in life or any alternatives, the 
speaker concluded.

This testing is 
for pressure canners only - not 
pressure sauce pans.
